Around the Earth by Mall. 


Tho United Staten M ail, :t journal 
devoted to postal matters, tells of a 
gentleman residing in tlie snburlis of 
New York who recently made an ex­ 
periment with a view <o §scertnin 
how long it takes a letter to travel 
round the world by mail, lie address­ 
ed a letter to the United Rtates Postal 
Agent at Yokohama, Japan, marked 
it “via Brindisi,” and despatched the 
same by steamer leaving New York 
for Southampton, England, on the 
11th of .May last. The letter enclosed 
another addressed to himself at New 
York, which he requested the Postal 
Agent at Yokohama to forward to the 
United States, via San Francisco, by 
the lirst steamer. Tlie letter arrived 
in England on May 24th, and thence 
despatched by way of Brindisi, Aden, 
(via Suez), Ceylon, Singapore and 
Hong Kong to* Yokohama, arriving 
there July 11th. 
From there the en­ 
closed letter (addressed to tlie writer) 
was forwarded by steamer léaving Yo­ 
kohama on July 12th, and arrived at 
San Francisco July 81st; left. San 
Francisco August 1st and reached New 
York Aug. 9th, having accomplished 
its circttmferraneous journey in ex­ 
actly eiglity-eight days.

stated in the opening of his remarks, 
with the hope of awakening inparents 
a due interest 
in the schools 
of our 


pity ami tho progress which their chil- 
dren are making. 
We regret that we 


are unable, through want of space, 
to 


present anything more than the bare 
points of argument 
as 
they were pre- 


sented by tbe Doctor 
\n his eloquent 


and able address. 


Tlie lecture was divided as follows: 


part itrst. 


What the schools should do for the 


community: 


1. The Board 
of Education 
should 


select 
well qualified teachers. 
A sa- 


cred trust committed 
to them. 
Moral 


oharacter 
is now an essential 
qualifi- 


cation of a teacher. 


2. The Board should furnish 
com- 


fortable 
school-houses, 
with proper 


conveniences 
and attractions, within 


and without. 
A cultivated taste is an 


essential 
part of a child's education. 


A love for the beautiful in nature and 
art is a protection 
against the attrac- 


tion of vice. 


3. The instruction should be such as

cal, Intellectual and moral. 


4. That it should discover and bring 


to light the lull mental capacity of tlie 
child.
